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(57) Abstract 



PURPOSE: To rttduce the proccesing time 
when a data wrth a conseoutiva dddfass Is 
read continuously by conTrelllnff 
automatically increment or decrement of a 
content of 3n address register. 

CONSTTTUTION; An initial address is 
written in an address register t and a 
complement of a number of times 
incrementing or decrementing the address 
is written in a control register 9. Then an 
increment/decrement 8 
increments/ decrement^ the content of the 
register 2 by 1 each and a memory cell 
group 4 is read continuously by the 
consecutive address until the content of 
the register 9 reaches "o". The processing 
time in reading the data of the consacutiwe 
address oontinuoiusly is reduced in 

compaKson with the use of an address . 
cauriter by controlling automatically the 
increment or decrement of the content of 
the address register..

For the purpose of continuously reading the data in consecutive bit positions, both the 
foremost address of the location of the data to be read in the memory and the numerical value indicative 
of the difference between the foremost address and the rearmost address are included in one same 
address signal therefor. On the storage device side, the foremost address received is stored in the 
address register 2 and the numerical value indicative of the difference between the foremost and 
rearmost addresses is stored in the control register 9. Each time the reading of a unit of data is 
accomplished, increment takes place in the address register and. simultaneously, decrement in the 
control register, which lasts until the count in the control register 9 comes down to "0". 
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
